Lest it be thought that 
a medical mail 
order business is 


contemplated, explains the board in 
a statement Monday, it may be saad 
there is no intention -on the port of 
the board of entering into competi- 
tion with practitioners in the state. 
The battle-cry has an entirely dif- 
ferent application. 


Through the courtesy of the fed- 


eral government and the active as- 
sistance of the U. S. public health 
service, physicians will hereafter be 
•able to submit reports of communica- 
ble disease to their local health offi- 
cers on postal cards bearing the gov- 
ernment frank. In addition to sav- 
ing considerable postage in the ag- 
gregate, the system has the addition- 
al advantage of being convenient and 
carrying considerable prestige.

will soon be possible for physicians 
to transmit specimens for examina- 
tion to the "state laboratories of 
hygiene without the payment of post- 
age. The grunting of the franking

cial incorporation documents must 
b° filed, from Jan. 1, 1919, up to and 
including the week of Dec. 21, 1919, 
there, have .been at least 145 farm- 
ers' associations formed to inert the 
requirements of the state co-opera- 
tive law.
